The Cynic's Corner 


T he b ab y crop in the w orld, in N orth A m er­ 
ica, in N ebraska, in Lincoln, h as been hanging 
up new reco rd s for several consecutive y ears. 
It h ard ly seem s possible th at short crops w e re 
recorded back in the 30’s, but the governm ent 
has th e proof—decreasing num bers of m en of 


m ilitary age. 
It is no w onder, then, th at planners of houses 
and schools and churches and fire stations and 
sw im m ing pools and parking lots are tearing 
th e ir p rem atu rely gray h air.

A nother 
addition is already in th e w orks, but cannot if 
course relieve the situation for m any m onths. 
Of th ree alternative plans, the new est has 
been successful elsew here. I* 
involves using 
houses as school room s, and som e handsom e 
and convenient arran g em en ts of this so rt have 
sprung up in new building areas. The fart that 
new residences are available in groups m eans 
th at not all have yet been occupied for their 
original purpose, hence building developm ents 
ta n t be held exclusively responsible for the 
situation, 
Ex< ept in the greediest h an d s, m odern hous­ 
ing is ad m irab le. H ouses are planned to at - 
com m odate grow ing fam ilies, 
and obviously 
a ttra c t a g re at m any. Y et it is im possible to 
estim ate the population of a given neighbor­ 
hood beforehand.

WASHINGTON—The U nited States C ourt of 
A ppeals in the D istrict of C olum bia is giving 
substance to the w arning of the 39 senators 
who voted, unsuccessfully, against attem pting 
to outlaw the C om m unist p arty . 
The position 
of these sen ato rs (38 R epubli­ 
cans and one D em ocratic) w as 
th at the outlaw ry provision w as 
of 
dubious 
constitutionality, 
of 
even m ore dubious p racticality 
and th a t it could vitiate one of 
the m ost effective anti-subversive 
in stru m ents in the hands of the 
governm ent, the In tern al Security 
Act of 1950. 
The decision of the C ourt of Ap­ 
peals ordering rearg u m en t in the 
case in w hich the C om m unist party is con test­ 
ing the validity of the Internal Security Act 
leq u irin g the C om m unist p arty to reg iste r its 
m em bers, disclose its finances and identify 
its p ropaganda, has an om inous note. 
It re ­ 
opens the hearing, which w as supposedly com ­ 
pleted last April and instructs consel to be 
read y by Oct. 21 lo argue “ the effect, if a n y 
of the new ly-enacted outlaw ry provision on the 
In tern al Security Act itself. 
If you shear off the legal term inology, here 
is the issue behind A ppellate C ourt’s reopening 
of the C om m unist p arty case: 
U nder a finding of the Subversive A ctivities 
Control B oard, the C om m unist p arty w as or­ 
dered to reg ister its leadership, its m em bership 
and its propaganda or face the penalties of the 
a c t for refusing. 
The C om m unist p arty ap­ 
pealed to the courts against the finding of the 
B oard and against the act itself. 
The case is 
obviously on its w ay to the S uprem e C ourt. 
Now the C ourt of A ppeals at its own ini­ 
tiative has ordered fu rth er argum ent. 
Im ­ 
plicit in its decision is the very question which 
the senatorial opponents of outlaw ry raised 
a few w eeks ago. 
The Internal Security Act of 1950 does not 
m ak e it illegal to belong to the C om m unist 
p a rty . 
T herefore the C om m unist p arty could 
not validly argue th a t to be com pelled to regis­ 
te r w as to be com pelled to testify against itself. 
T hus the law ap eared to stand on firm consti­ 
tutional grounds.

Se lf Invrimination 
T he C om m unist C ontrol Act of 1954— the act 
p assed in the frantic closing hours of the last 
session 
of 
C ongress, 
which 
em braces 
and 
am ends the Internal Security Act of 1950- 
rules th at the C om m unist 
party 
is 
illegal. 
T herefore, the C ourt m ust determ ine w hether 
the hastily am ended act renders the whole 
law 
unconstitutional by requiring the Com­ 
m unist party to in crim in ate itself through reg ­ 
istration. 
It will be seen th a t the outlaw ry act changes 


the In tern al Security Act of 1950 in m id-stream 
—th at is, before its own constitutionality has 
been established. 
In th e original act. C ongress 
deliberately refrained from attem pting to d- 
legalize the C om m unist p arty because it real­ 
ized th at such a m ove w as su b ject to g rav e 
C onstitutional challenge. 
B ecause the p arty 
w as not illegalized it couldn’t validly object 
to reg istratio n since this did not involve self­ 
incrim ination. 
But now the am ended act a t­ 
tem p ts to em brace both disclosure and out­ 
law ry and the action of the C ourt of A ppeals 
in reopening its hearin g indicates th at Con­ 
gress can very possibly end up w ith neither.

donors. 
U nder this act th ere is no crim inal penalty 
ag ain st anybody for being a m em ber of the 
C om m unist party, but the penalties are strin ­ 
gent and cum ulative for failure to reg ister 
under the act. 
F or each failure to reg ister the 
penalty is $10,000 or five y e ars in prison or 
both and every day th a t p asses w ithout reg is­ 
tratio n repeats the penalty. 
T hus seven d a y s’ 
failure to register w'ould m ean a fine of $70,000 
or 35 y ears in jail o r both. 
If th e C om m unist 
p arty fails to reg ister its w hole m em bership, 
the penalties then flow' to the m em b ers th e m ­ 
selves. 
No w onder the C om m unist p arty law yers 
told the court th at the P a rty couldn’t live 
under this law.
